When our Southern friends talk about 
ill-usage,” the Commercial goes on to re- 
mark, we point them to Versailles and 
Havana as an example of what ill- usage 
means. 

The Versailles Government is provision- 
al. It is like to figure in history as a 
clumsy parenthesis. The government in 
Cubaisamob. The situation at Havana 
is a sort of bloody interlude. Yet each is 
satisfied with the lives of specified victims. 
There the vengeance of each stops. The 
masses are not harmed. Had the Govern- 
ment of the United States taken

As, according to the school report, there 
Was only $189,063 78 expended on the 
schools in the year reported, it follows that 
this year there will be $98,000 more than this 
sum, which will pay off the indebtedness 
of $86,000 reported, and give the School 
Board next year the use of that much addi- 
tional for the educational fund. 

That is togay, that fromthe increase of 
the State tax and the higher property as- 
sessment in our city, and the putting of 
the 25 cent tax on merchandise, the School 
Board this year and henceforth will re- 
ceive about $90,000 more of funds annu- 
ally than has heretofore been expended on 
the schools in any one year.

| are indeed provincial, but they are not 
| ‘“‘unreasonable” or ‘‘puerile.” Indeed, the

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THE CINCINNATI SOUTHERN RAILROAD. 

Mr. Chrisman, ot Wayne, to-day asked 
leave to introduce a bill investing Cincinuau 
trustees with certain rights and privileges for 
the construction of a railroad through Ken- 
tucky, which was referred to the Committee 
on Railroads. The bill to be introduced is the 
same as what was last winter known as the 
McKee bill. 

From the time of the rejection of the South- 
ern railroad bill last winter the Trustees, 
their agents and emissaries, have been busy 
preparing for the tene wed struggle this ses- 
sion. Wherever it was thought interest could 
be made, care was taken that the question 
should be agitated in the county con- 
tests; and every appliance was used that could 
possibly be made available. Mr. Robert M. 
Bishop, who has been aptly termed ‘‘the 
head-light’’ of the Southern railway, with 
divers other Cincinnati potentates, instead of 
diverting themselves as usual dfhring the 
summer months at Northern resorts, became 
convinced that the air of Kentucky was 
most salutiferous in its revivifying influences 
to their health, and so Rockeastle and Crab 
Orchard and the other watering places of the 
dark and bloody ground“ were honored from 
the earliest opening of the season 
to its close by cloquent advocates 
comprising representatives from both sexes. 
If this abnormal energy of the moribund pork- 
opolitan metropolis had been applied toa 
more practical use the result might Have been 
more beneficial. Of course everybody under- 
stands that the construction of the Southern 
railway, or something of the kind, is an abso- 
lute necessity to Cincinnati if she would pre- 
vent the growing of grass in her 
~treets; but it is incomprehensi- 
ble that, instead of applying 
her energics in the attempt to induce a Ken- 
tucky Legislature to endow her trustees“ 
with unheard-of and inadmissible rights and 
powers over Kentucky soil, she has not 
‘tirected them toward obtalning such a change 
the eharter of Ohio as to permit her to 

ubseribe the boasted ten millions’ for the 
uilding of a road through the instrumentality 

f a corporation organized under a legitimate 

harter by the Legislature of Kentucky. Cen- 
ial Kentucky wants the road, but itis paying 
the people of Central Kentucky a poor com- 
liment to assume that they are willing for 
he chance of getting it to compromise the 
overeignty of the State, and deed to foreign 
‘“trustees’’ the right of eminent domain. 

THE PROGRAMME THIS WINTER. 

Last winter, and the winter before, the 
Trustees“ and other Cincinnati advocates 
were on hand to engineer the Southern rail- 
road through the Legislature; but, having 
failed to accomplish their object, a different 
system of tactics seems to have been adopted. 
It is apparently deemed the wisest policy for 
Cincinnati te remain in the back-ground, and 
allew the matter to be managed by Kentucki- 
ans. Somchow legislators have heretofore 
failed to be convinced by citizens of another 
State that it was proper to endow five of their 
number with rights and privileges that 
would not be accorded to a Kentucky 
corporation; and so they have concluded to 
try whether a more favorable effect cannot be 
produced by the exclusive advocacy of those 
do the manner bern’’—Cincinnati, in the 
meantime, preparing to furnish “the sinews 


of war.“ 
HARD AT WORK. 


The friends of the Southern railroad project 
are quietly but industriously at work. They 
are working, in fact, like beavers, and I warn 
the opponents of the measure that they will 
leave no stone unturned in the accomplish- 
ment of their undertaking. Among their 
most formidable leaders, to judge from what 
I have seen, will prove the new Senator from 
Covington, Mr. Casey. 

LUNATIC ASTLUMS. 

Two bills have been introduced in the Sen- 
ate regarding the lunatic asylums of the 
State. One of them proposes the enlarge- 
ment of the Western Asylum, and the other 
the erection of a new and distinct institution. 
From my information on the subject, Iam 
satisfied that additional facilities for the treat- 
ment of insane patients ought to be afforded. 
Btoh the Lexington and Hopkinsville inatitu- 
tions are full and are constantly under the ne- 
cessity of turning off applicants for want of 
room, The proportion of the demented who 
under the enlightened treatment of modern 
science are restored to reason if attended to 
in time is so great that the friends of these 
unfortunates are naturally anxious to afford 
them the advantage of treatment. It seems 
to me that by far the better plan would be to 
erect a third asylum at Louisville, Covington, 
Paducah, or some other convenient point, 
rather than by the enlargement of the present 
institutions to make them too large for easy 
management. 

Dr. James Rodman, the skillful and accom- 
plished Superintendent of the Western Asy- 
lum, one of the best managed institutions ot 
the kind in the United States, is here ona 
visit to his relatives. He is not in Frankfort, 
I believe, with the view of asking any legisla- 
tive aid in behalf of his charge. 

THE SENATORIAL ELECTION, 

McCreery has certainly very considerable 
strengthin the Legislature, and, if the Sena- 
torial election were to come off now, would 
probably lead the field. Neither he ner his 4 
friends, however, seem very active in organ- 
izing, and by the 19h there is no telling how 
things will go. Beck and his lieutenants are 
full of life and energy, and the other aspirants 
are by no means idle or apathetic. 

Gen. John C. Breckinridge has been in 
Frankfort during most of the session on busi- 
ness connected with the Elizabethtown, Lex- 
ington and Big Sandy railroad. He has, of 
course, no Senatorial aspirations, but a rumor 
has somehow gotten abroad that his disavill- 
ties will be removed before the first of Janu- 
ary, and I have heard it whispered more than 
once that he may yet be elected to succeed 
Garrett Davis. I confess I have not the 
slightest confidence that Congress will do 
anything so wise and just, but there is very 
little doubt that the vexed question would be 
at once solved if Breckinridge were once de- 
clared eligible to a seat in the Senate.

It is a magazine addressed 
to the ideal public; not to the public as i:

Some of the heaviest 
writers of New England contribute regularly 
to its pages; and Mrs. Whitney, Mrs. Stowe 
and Mr. Hale have written serial stories for 
it.

Dramas from Dickens. 

The Louisville public have been educated 
up to a keen appreciation of the dramatic 
power of Mr. Dickens through the unwearied 
and excellent efforts of the Dickens Club of 
this city. The numerous public represeuta- 
tions of scenes from his works that they 
have given during a succession of many 
years have had uo little iaflucace in bringing 
this character of his writings prominently 
forward. At the same time, such constant 
study of his stories by the members of that 
organization, with the view to make them 
avi@ilapic for the stage, has given them a 
portfolio of plays and scenes that are, with- 
out question, unequaled for their dramatic 
interest, and at the same time for their al- 
most literal fidelity to the precise 
words of the great author. This care- 
‘fal adherence to what Mr. Dickens 
wrote, together with the carnestness 
with which the different persons threw them- 
bol ves into their various parts, appealed irre- 
sistibly to intelligent and appreciative audi- 
ences, and over ten thousand doHars have been 
earned for various charitable objects by thfs 
ehab. It would be absurd to claim that the 
dramatic character of Mr. Dickens’ works was 
‘properly appreciated in Louisville alone. 
At echeol exhibitions generally, some little 
bit of humorous dialogue from his pages has 
been performed; and the great power of the 
wonderful author has given them success in 
spite of such deliberate and willful mangling. 
Even crude and poorly-selected scenes, with 
no proper connection or dramatic climax, 
when gathered intoa book and published, 
meet a ready salc. Two years ago a publica- 
tion of this character appeared, and now we 
have received a second series from Lee & 
Shepard, the publishers. It is far better than 
the first series. It contains a dramatization 
of The Christmas Carol, Cricket on the 
Hearth, andthe Batile of Life. The last is 
the best done, though it is not the most pop- 
niar of the Christmas stories. These three 
occupy One-half of the book; the other half 
is filed with various scenes of no particular 
merit for their public presentation. We have

Those who are not graduates 
are required to undergo an examination by the 
Board of Censors,“who recommend them to the 
presideat, whose duty it is to issue to such as 
pass a satisfactory cxamination, a diploma or 
certificate of qualification, which admits the 
holder to membership, and to all the privileges 
and immunities of the profession in the State. 
This diploma does not confer upon the candidate 
the degree of D. D. 8. (Doctor of Dental Surge- 
ry), but simply serves as al evidence of quali- 
cation, and protects the holder against all laws 
that may hereafter be enacted. The diploma is 
granted to all members, whether they are gradu- 
ates in dental surgery or not. 


It is the aim of the association to collect a li- 


brary of valuable works on dentistry and the 
collateral branches, to procure a microscope of 
high powers, and to supply it with a large collec- 
tion of anatomical and dental specimens, and to- 
provide a cabinet for the benefit of the mem- 
bers. The aim of the members isto make this

When 
arrested the second time he was almost wild 
from the effects of strong drink, and had on his 
person a flne gold watch and about $70 worth 
of gift concert tickets. He had been guilty of 
no bad conduet, but, as an act of mercy, to get 
him sober and free him from the “horrors,"’ the 
Judge imposed a fine of $20, and required a 
bond of $500 for good behavior. This will keep 
him at the rock pile a sufficient time to get all 
the liquor thoroughly worked out of him, and 
be will come out again a new and. it is to be 
hoped, a better man. 


THE ADVENTURES OF A WITNESS. 
Mary Collins keeps a boarding house. on Bul- 


litt street. sear the river. Mark Bain was a 
boarder at her house until some time in Septem- 
ber last, when Mary had him arrested, on the 
charge of stealing her pocket-book, containing 
Fee.

Mike Collins is a cousin of Mark 
Pain, and also brother-in-law to Mrs. Collins, but 
happened to take sides with Bain in the trial, 
and enticed Bridget to his house, where he aimed 
to keep her a prisonor until after court day, 
thus saving bis cousin from her testimony. 
Mary Collins, having a sharp eye after her wit- 
ness, and understanding the trick of her broth- 
er-m-law, made a visit to his house and re- 
turned, taking with her the innocent captive, 
and, to make things doubly sure, not only fed 
her on sugar-plums, but furnished her gratis 
with as much Cincinnati whisky as she wag in 
the babit of taking or able to stand, and then 
loeked herup to seeure her from the hands of 
her enemies until the day of trial. Collins, how- 
ever, was not to be beaten at his oon game by a 
woman, and, accordingly, on Thursday, went 
into Marys house, assaulted Mary and freed the 
captive Bridget.
